The Demand for Homes. 

“Tbs metropolitan district of tbs 
Stats of New Jersey holds the solution 
of the rent problem for the wage earners 
of New York olty. It Is the (30 a month, 
house for the nun who makes bla living 
by the day's work," ssld a Jersey Olty 
real estate dealer and builder recently. 
"If there were no other facts at band to 
support this trgumeut the fact that 
New Jersey real estate dealers) during 
the last year hare been compelled to re¬ 
fuse do lees thnu 10,000 applications for 
$30 a month houses for artisans and 
factory hands In the cities and towDS of 
the five uppe£ counties of the State 
would alone suJfioe. The rapid progress 
that Is being made on the tunnels under 
the Hudson river promises rapid transit 
between New Jersey and New York at so 
early a date that New Jersey real estate 
men are begldolng to feel Its (effects. 
Applications for bouses at about tbls 
price are continuing and are increasing 
In cumber weeltly, but bouses cannot be 
bad. This all goes to show that the 
builders who two year* ago began to put 
up bouses of tbls type understood tbs 
situation and ' were acting wltn keen 
foresight. 

“The completion of the McAdoo tun¬ 
nels and the Pennsylvania tunnels 
means rapid transit between Manhattan 
Island and the suburban districts along 
tbe lines of every railroad runotug 
through the State of New Jersey to tide¬ 
water on tbe Hudson, as la shown by ibe 
plans for tbe connecting tnbe on the 
Jersey side between the two McAdoo 
tunnels terminating in New Jersey at 
Jersey Olty and Hoboken and In New 
York at Oortlacdt street and Morton 
street. Nine konths ago demands for 
tbe $39 hourtte were so frequent that 
builders at once began the construction 
of a greatly ^Increased number. The 
pressure of neossalty has brought about 
the eatabllahmf nt of ateoord in building 
operations In New Jersey which, I be¬ 
lieved,Is exceeded nowhere.Last month a 
three family house In Newark was begun 
end completed,.except for tbe finishing 
of tbe lrstde. lb twenty-three daya. The 
work was don« under tbe Inspection of 
the local Inspection bureau and has been 
passed npoo. Tbe fact that the build¬ 
ing wae owned by the carpenter, mason 
and plumber It) partnership may have 
something to do with the speed of its 
erection, but tbls operation shows what 
oan be done under pressure. This In- 
stance la exceptional, but It le a common 
thing throughout all of our oltlee in the 
trolley belt, where tbe demend for $30 
houses la oonatanlly Increasing, for a 
bouse to be erected and under cover In¬ 
side of a month 

* I have gathered some statistics from 
builders aod real estate men of my ac¬ 
quaintance and through the boards of 
trade of oor larger cities, and I find that 
In the oountle# of Hud sod, Essex, Ber¬ 
gen, Paaeele afld Middlesex during the 
next year no lass than 12 000 twa or 
three family houses will either be. com. 
plated or begun, la Essex county some 
900 such housed are now building. In 
Middlesex county the number la smaller, 
but in proportion to tbe Inhabitants of 
tbe principal (owns of Middlesex, the 
number la far greater than in Essex or 
Hjideoa county.. • 

***The rapid rate at which rente are ad¬ 
vancing tn Now York elty promisee for 
Npw Jersey far greater demand for 
cheap bouses than has been reoorded 
for the past jeer. The demand for build¬ 
ing materials already e x ceed s Us supply 
on hand and also the ability of our 
bsUdars to procure additional materials 
The pries of .such, materials has In- 
orosssd steadily In Us lest year, hut has 
not kept paoo wiU Us demand. Tbs 
short supply of building brick is being 
supplemented now to s very greet ex¬ 
tent by Us otfe of eoeerete blocks for 
foundation aod first story walls. 

“One result (if this exoeptloaal boom 
In building, I think, will be the gradual 
Introduction of practically fireproof 
booses, even of Us ch ea p e r sort. Hew 


Jersey produces so many clay produots 
and the demand for these products le so 
great and tbe prloes are being out 
by competition at suob a rate that 
within a year or so (I believe It will 
be cheaper to construct of oonorete block 
and hollow fireproof brick tbau of 
pressed brick and stone. Tbe use of 
these materials certaluly will be cheaper 
than lumber aud pressed brick at their 
present prices. In view of the Increased 
demand for these materials tbe clay 
product factories and tbe cement block 
rnakere are working double time for the 
most part, and will continue to do so 
throughout the winter In prospect of a 
great demand for their products next 
spring.’’ _

Library Xoten 

" Roman Society In tbe Last CeDtuiy 
of tbe Western Empire," following tbe 
volumse by Prof. Dill mentioned last 
week le fully as worthy of attention. 
Interest Is concentrated on those whose 
greatest pride It wae to preserve and 
transmit tbe traditions of the past. In 
a period seething with conflict sDd 
obange in realms mental, spiritual and 
politloal. It le a picture of worldly 
society of the lives, thoughts and fort¬ 
unes of meo in that era of momentous 
obange, 364-476 A. D. 

The first division of the book treats 
of the tenacity of paganism, and here 
we read of Saint Augustine and ble 
influence. Saint Jerome gatae reality 
In our minds ae do tbe meo of letters 
of the period ; the decay of the middle 
class and the rise of the aristocracy la 
followed by (evasions of barbarians, 
some brilliant figures among them; 
lastly le given an exhaustive survey of 
the characteristics of Roman education 
and culture In tbe fifth oentury. 

“A Modern Madonua” le UDfque, 
powerful and Interesting—t strong 
portrayal of mother-love and also of 
that mighty love between man and 
womao which forgets pain, forgives 
wrong, and polate upward to a high 
Ideal. 

"Blindfolded" le what the name 
Implies, a story which plunges tbe 
reader at once Into a mystery to which 
there le no suspicion of a clue, till tbe 
tangle le unraveled near the end of the 
book. Interest never fl^ge, the plot 
holds tbe charm of possibility, and from 
a literary standpoint, tbe book le far 
ahead of much of tbe hastily written 
fiction of tbe present day. 

Another clever book of mystery with 
an unneual plot Is "Tbe Slave of 
8Ueooe,’’ and yet another "Tbe Tracer 
of Lost Persons," this latter being light 
and graceful, bubbling over with absurd¬ 
ity In which lies Its charm.
